PHU MY, South Viet Nam 
(AP)—Richard M. Nixon toured 
South Viet N am ’s Communist- 
infested Mekong River delta to­ 
day and told newsmen: “ All this 
light talk about neutralization 
and pulling out of Viet Nam 
ignores the human factor — all 
the people I m et today want to 
be free.” 
Nixon met plenty of Vietna­ 
mese people as he set off on the 
unscheduled helicopter trip to 
key districts south of Saigon. 
Near Tan An, 30 miles south of 
Saigon, he spoke to self-defense 
corpsmen 
and 
their 
families 
who bear the brunt of w ar 
against Communist Viet Cong 
guerrillas. 
While he was there, South 
Vietnamese forces clashed with 
Communist 
guerrillas 
not 
20 
miles away and casualties were 
believed to have been heavy. 
Then he moved on to the dis­ 
trict town of Phu My which was 
overrun by the Viet Cong last 
November and occupied for two 
months 
before 
government 
forces threw them out. 
“Young men I have seen in 
training are obviously willing to 
fight, their morale factor is de­ 
cisive,” the form er U.S. vie# 
president commented. 
After shaking hands and hand­ 
ing out bubble gum to children 
and bearded elders, Nixon said: 
“ People who talk about things 
other than defending Viet Nam 
against the Communists should 
come here and see these people 
—people who just want to live 
in peace.” 
Nixon said his m ajor im pres­ 
sion gained since he arrived on 
Wednesday was the “ complex­ 
ity of this battle. It will not be 
solved quickly, it will take tim e, 
patience and weapons.” 
Not 
only 
military 
weapons 
would be needed, Nixon said, 
we must have ecdnomic and 
propaganda weapons to a so­ 
phisticated degree and these We 
are starting to develop.” 
Nixon 
conferred 
with 
Gen. 
Paul D. Harkins, commander of 
U.S. forces in Viet Nam, and 
scheduled another meeting with 
U.S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, his vice - presidential 
running mate in 1960. 
Nixon arrived Wednesday on 
a world tour. 
Nixon, who has not shut the 
door on a draft for the Republi­ 
can 
presidential 
nomination, 
said it was natural that he and 
Lodge should talk politics. But 
neither he nor Lodge would re­ 
veal what they said. 
“We’re old friends,” Lodge 
said. “ I briefed him about Viet 
Nam. I think we’d better let it 
stand at that.” 
Lodge, surprise winner of the 
Republican presidential prim ary 
in New Hampshire by a write- 
in vote, is bound by foreign 
service regulations from engag­ 
ing in politics.

Hemophilia, the “ royal” blood 
disease, has for y e a r s been 
considered particularly danger­ 
ous when any surgery was ne­ 
cessary. 
It is said that hemophilia is 
“the most hereditary 
of 
all 
hereditary diseases.” It occurs 
only in males. Peculiarly, how­ 
ever, the disease is transmitted 
to the males by the females in 
the family. 
Royalty does not have spe­ 
cial priority for the disease. It 
occurs in all social levels, espe­ 
cially where there is a high de­ 
gree of close family interm ar­ 
riage. 
Because of the tendency 
to 
bleed, even with the slightest 
injury, all surgery, major and 
minor, has been considered ex­ 
ceedingly hazardous. 
Now the newer knowledge of 
hematology has contributed to 
the safety of planned and em er­ 
gency operations in hemophilic 
patients. 
Hematologists (blood special­ 
ists) have found a marked de- 
ticiencv of Anti-Hemophilic Glo­ 
bulin (AHC) in hemophiliacs. 
When this and other blood de­ 
ficiencies are under the constant 
I supervision of b I o > d special- 
; ists, major surgery can now be 
j performed with greater safety. 
I Ample s u p p l i e s of whole 
I blood and fresh plasma, c o n - 


i taming high amounts of AHC, 


j help in the pafe coagulation of 
I blood during surgery. 
This vital contribution to the 
hemophiliac lightens in a meas- 
! ure the i m p e n d i n g threat 
of necessary surgery that so 


j devitalized many of these un­ 
fortunate sufferers in the past.

The late Ben Stolberg used to 
talk a brilliant article which he 
never got around to writing. The 
article was to be signed by the 
pen name “ Moronius” , and it 
involved describing the future 
as it threatened to be if f r e e 
w o r l d policies vis-a-vis t h e 
spread of Communism were to 
continue as Ben feared t h e y 
would be continued. 
‘Moronius”, as I recall Ben’s 
dram atization of the g e n t l e - 
m an’s 
discourse, 
lived 
and 
wrote in a future which Ben did 
not live to see, but which has 
prophetically come to pass in 
some measure. The Caribbean 
islands had already fallen to the 
Communists. 
“Never 
mind,” 
said Moronius, “ the islands are 
just a poorhouse. We don’t need 
them to protect 
the 
Panam a 
Canal, for we can isolate them 
by our air power.” 
But Panam a did fall. “No m at­ 
ter,” said Moronius, “ the canal 
was obsolete. We’re building the 
new one at Tehuantepec in Mex­ 
ico. It will be all that we need.” 
The Mexicans, however, saw 
things a bit differently. Egged 
on by the Communists, they be­ 
gan to make trouble for us be­ 
fore the new canal was finished. 
They were willing to let us take 
charge of the technical aspects 
of completing and operating the 
property, but only on condition 
that we rectify the injustices vis­ 
ited upon M e x i c o before the 
Civil War, when we wrested Cal­ 
ifornia and the Utah, New Mex­ 
ico and Arizona Territories from 
her. “N aturally” , said Moroni­ 
us, “ we have to admit the jus­ 
tice of the M e x i c a n claims.” 
So we ceded everything in t h e 
Southwest up to the Oregon and 
Idaho borders. 
At this point the British got 
into the act. They had let us 
take the O r e g o n Territory, 
they said, under duress. “Well, 
said M o r o n i u s , “they have 
a point. We intimidated the Brit­ 
ish by s h o u t i n g ‘Fifty -Four 
Forty or Fight.’ We must erase 
this blot on the history of Angol 
Saxon comity.” Since Moronius, 
by this time was revered as the 
nation’s most s a p i e n t elder 
statesm an, we took his advice. 
Oregon and Washington, com­ 
plete with Grand Coulee and 
Bonneville Dams, were ceded 
to Canada. 
This enraged Moscow, for it 
had its own historic claims to 
the Pacific Coast as far south as 
S a n Francisco B a y . Indeed, 
Moscow considered that its set­ 
tlements in northern California 
had been the provocation that 
had originally led John Quincy 
Adams to propose the Monroe 
Doctrine. “ If we can’t have Or­ 
egon and Washington,” so Mos­ 
cow i n f o r m e d the U. S., 
“ you must make restitution by 
returning Alaska to us. After all, 
S e w a r d flagrantly underpaid 
us for the territory. Ifs the way 
it was with you and Panam a, 
when you underpaid her for the 
canal territory in 1903.” 
“ E x a c 1 1 y,” said Moronius, 
who was called to F o g g y Bot­ 
tom for consultation by the State 
Department. So we ceded Alas­ 
ka to the heirs of Khrushchev. 
From this point on things rap­ 
idly disintegrated. The S i o u x 
took back the Great Plains, rip­ 
ped up the railroad tracks, and 
let the b u f f a l o out of nation­ 
al park reservations 
to 
roam 
a n d breed at wi l l . The Sem­ 
inoles, in league with Spain, 
filed claim to Florida. General 
De Gaulle, still alive but some­ 
what f e e b l e , roused himself 
to a last supreme act of seiz­ 
ing the Louisiana Territory. The 
Choctaws and 
the 
Cherokees, 
h a v i n g read the memoirs of 
General Sherman, staged a new 
m arch to the sea through Geor­ 
gia. 
When all this was going on, the 
C o m m u n i s t s , 
by infiltra­ 
tion, s e i z e d the labor govern­ 
m ent’s most sensitive Cabinet 
posts in Lon d o n .

Ohio Schools

WASHINGTON (AP)—Part of 
the abandoned Rossford Army 
Depot

When the 43-story Wells Fargo 
Bank Building is completed in 
1966 it will t o w e r 561 feet 
above San Francisco’s financial 
d i s t r ic t. It’ll be " e a r t h - 
quake proof” — theoretically at 
least — which means it m a y 
sway under the impact of a ma­ 
jor earthquake (of which there 
have been about 50 in the state 
within the last 50 years) rather 
than break up by underground 
s t r es s e s. The same holds 
for more than half a dozen oth­ 
er office buildings now going up 
which will average 0 stories. 
High - rising apartment build­ 
ings are meanwhile finding no 
great difficulty in getting n e w 
tenants, d e s p i t e the “s k y 
high” rental costs. The apart­ 
ment - seeking migrants from 
the East and M i d w e s t are 
willing to pay $300 or more for a 
s w e e p i n g residential view 
of the city. 
This surprised one Chicago 
real estate developer who came 
to make a housing market sur­ 
vey in San Francisco.

The threat of more earthquak­ 
es in San F r a n c i s c o doesn’t 
seem to concern the builders of 
skyscrapers or the people w h o 
live and work in them. M o r e 
people are annoyed by those 
steam - powered pile drivers 
which, on one downtown corner, 
s h a k e the adjacent sidewalk 
with a bigger wallop than t h e 
city earthquakes often reported 
by the seismologists.

NEW YORK (AP) — National 
civil rights leaders are being 
forced to reassess their tactics 
and goals because of rebellion 
within their ranks. 
New faces, new organizations 
have surged to the fore in the 
second year of the “Negro revo­ 
lution.” 
There is rivalry for the allegi­ 
ance of the nation’s 20 million 
Negroes. 
And new leaders say they see 
a need for action that is more 
militant, more aggressive, more 
hostile—almost to the brink of 
violence. 
Among the newcomers are: 
Gloria R i c h a r d s o n , Cam­ 
bridge, Md.; the Rev. H. Milton 
A. Galamison, New York City; 
L a w r e n c e Landry, Chicago; 
Stanley Branch, Chester, Pa., 
and rebel Black Muslim leader 
Malcolm X. 
Malcolm X, mounting a vote 
registration drive, recently told 
a Harlem meeting: 
“The lie-in, the crawl-in and 
beg in is out of date. All the 
gimmicks used by the white 
man last year so you wouldn’t 
get violent are out of date. 
“If it’s necessary to form a 
black Nationalist Party — or a 
black nationalist army — we’ll 
form it. 
“It’s time for you and me to 
et the government know it’s 
ballots—or bullets.” 
What is behind the dissension? 
Some of the causes: 
Grass roots elements have 
witnessed no overnight miracles 
from demonstrations and picket­ 
ing last year. 
White opposition north of the 
Mason-Dixon Line has consoli­ 
dated. 
A power struggle to unseat 
present civil rights leaders. 
The National Association for 
the 
Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP), the Congress 
of Racial Equality (CORE) and 
the Urban League have taken 
the brunt of criticism from de­ 
fectors and the rank-and-file. 
The 
national 
organizations, 
closely watching the progress 
of civil rights legislation before 
the Senate, are hesitant to strike 
back. 
National leaders will not pub­ 
licly criticize those who think 
a 
more militant civil rights 
stand should be adopted. Pri­ 
vately, they claim serious harm 
is being done both internally 
and externally to the move­ 
ment. 
Their 
alarm 
and 
concern 
reached its peak in the emo­ 
tionally explosive issue of the 
neighbrohood school policy in 
northern 
cities. 
Local Negro 
leaders say this policy results 
in de facto segregation and they 
are trying to break it down by 
a series of boycotts against 
school systems.

let fever. The disease brought 
glaucoma, an ailment that slow 
ly blinded him. 
Through the lower grades and 
into high school, Vanlandingham 
attended a class for the blind in 
Kansas City. 
“Then I decided it was time 
to try a public high school. I had 
to live the rest of my life with 
the sighted,” he explained. 
‘My younger brother had the 
job of reading to me from the 
textbooks,” Vanlandingham re­ 
calls. “He hated the task and 
would read as fast as he could, 
rushing over page after page.” 
“It was the finest training 
possible for both of us. He be­ 
came an excellent reader and I 
an excellent listener.” 
Two years later Vanlanding­ 
ham entered Washburn Univer­ 
sity at Topeka, Ran., where he 
received a law degree. 
After graduation in 1944, Van 
landingham served a term as 
Kingman county attorney and 
then was forced by illness to 
seek the warmth of Arizona. 
With the help of a reader, he 
passed the Arizona bar exami­ 
nation and entered private law 
practice. 
Elected to the Arizona House 
in 1962, Vanlindingham became 
an expert in picking legal flaws 
in legislation. He would h a v e 
each bill read once, then once 
again. By the session’s end, he 
had stored in his mind the basic 
wording of some 600 bills. 
“I hope no one will be too shy 
in the coming campaign con­ 
cerning my blindness,” Van­ 
landingham said. “I will not 
mention this fact, nor will I try 
to hide it.” 
“I hope thy ask me, ‘How the 
hell can a blind man do the job 
of attorney general.’ By golly, 
I’ll tell them how.” 
He is married and the father 
of four children.

Bird Watchers

"B ird - w atching?” said one 
of our weekend 
guests 
l a s t 
sum m er as he reached for the 
binoculars, "W hat a silly, p a s­ 
tim e!’ 
T h e r e was a m om ent or two 
of silence w hile he focussed the 
glasses. 
"Say, there's an odd-looking 
bird,” he rem arked with in ter­ 
est. "W here’s that bird book of 
yours?” 
Like m any another, he w as 
hooked — and so were our bino- 
I culars and bird book for the 
' rest of his stay. 
That m arvelous sense of dis­ 
covery is one of the things that 
m akes birdw atching so fascin­ 
ating. It’s a h o b b y you can 
pursue anywhere and any time#" 
one that opens your eyes to the 
w o n d e r f u l world of nature 
th a t’s all around us. 
Because it’s a h o b b y th a t’s 
draw ing ever - increasing fans, 
bird books are growing in popu­ 
larity. Among the m any avail­ 
able 
are 
several 
new com ers 
w orth noting. 
"B ird W atchers and B i r d 
F eeders” by Glenn O. Blough 
(W hittlesey House) is designed 
to interest children in this ab­ 
sorbing pursuit. It’s filled with 
illustrations by Jeanne 
B end­ 
ie s one of which is reproduced 
here, that show how to m ake 
and stock feeders and also de­ 
pict bird species commonly seen 
in m any parts of the country. 
To prom ote a child’s interest 
f u r t h e r , Dr. Blough suggests 
keeping a Bird Record Book that 
notes various birds seen, their 
habits and their songs. He also 
suggests projects children can 
pursue all through the year. 
One of the most absorbing 
books to come along for bird 
w atchers of any age is Alfred G. 
M artin’s "H and - Tam ing Wild 
Birds At the Feeder’ (W heel­ 
w right.) 
It’s an enchanting how-to vol­ 
um e filled with anecdotes a n d 
peopled with lovable bird ch ar­ 
acters who were p e r s o n a l 
friends of the author. 
There was, for exam ple, Chip 
per, a hairy woodpecker w h o 
pecked at the kitchen window 
when he wanted some suet and 
who e n j o y e d playing hide- 
and-seek with the author. 
Kitty, a catbird, had another 
trick. 
She 
wouldn’t eat food 
from the f e e d e r or from the 
author’s hand but preferred to 
have raisins tossed to her so 
she could catch them in m id­ 
air. 
Mr. M artin 
introduces 
h i s 
fine feathered friends to read ­ 
ers in a w arm and wonderful 
way. For t h o s e who w ant to 
m eet and know them , too, he 
tells how to hand-tam e a varie­ 
ty of birds, including the chick­ 
adee, nuthatch, pine grosbeak, 
purple finch, 
redpoll, catbird 
and even the wary woodpecker. 
Although Mr. M artin has nev­ 
er tam ed tree swallows, he and 
the youngsters he knows have 
fun with this independent spec­ 
ies. They save w h i t e feath­ 
ers for the swallows to use when 
building nests. The children hold 
the feathers over their heads 
and the birds swoop down and 
fly off with them. 
A breezy day is best for get­ 
ting a swallow' to take a feather 
from your hand, advises the au­ 
thor, because the m ovem ent (rf 
the feather will attract him. 
For the dedicated bird-w atch­ 
er, still another book of note is 
a revised edition of Chester A.

Well, one thing led to another. 
The downstairs bedroom even­ 
tually became a flower studio. 
Here she not only works at flow­ 
er construction, but displays ar 
rangements w h i c h admirers 
may order. The small bright 
studio is a marvel of organiza­ 
tion and efficiency. 
There are literally thousands 
of different 
m aterials 
needed 
when one goes in for the va­ 
riety of flowers 
which 
Mrs. 
Wright makes. She works at a 
card table and stores her m a­ 
terials in a metal filing cabi­ 
net and an old fashioned desk. 
Everything is in its place. The 
innumerable packets of wood 
fiber, wires and necessary fol­ 
iage for many different flowers 
are carefully cataloged. 
Mrs. 
Wright 
says 
flower 
making is an inexpensive hob­ 
by as far as hobbies go. "Att­ 
er all,” she said, “every hob­ 
by 
demands 
some 
invest­ 
ment.” 
Wood fiber flowers last almost 
indefinitely according to Mrs. 
Wright. She showed some ar­ 
rangements that were 4-years- 
old. Along with her flower mak­ 
ing she is an arranger of ex­ 
cellence. 
This craftsm an says that wood 
fiber flowers sometimes do not 
stand the light as well as the 
polyethylene imports. After sev­ 
eral years they will fade in 
the sun. But she added. "Nobody 
wants to keep them forever.” 


* * * 


WOOD FIBER flowers have 
the soft texture of growing flow ­ 
ers. It is within the realm of 
possibility that an expert feel­ 
ing the velvety petal of a rose 
could be fooled by a wood fiber 
flower. 
In time, when the glycerine 
evaporates, the flowers get brit­ 
tle But brittle or not they make 
a fine display. Mrs. Wright sel­ 
dom 
sells 
an

which she has had a long time. 
She 
displays them 
and takes 
orders. 
Yes. she once had an order

Naturualist Says 
Dutch Elm Threat 
Can Be Controlled 


EDITOR’S NOTE: At a re­ 
cent meeting of Pickaway Coun­ 
ty G a r d e n Club, guest speak­ 
er John Brubaker assured h i s 
listeners that there was a prac­ 
tical m e t h o d of controlling 
Dutch Elm Disease. We asked 
him to do an article for the Gar­ 
den Page concerning this “Kil­ 
ler” which has destroyed so 
many of O h i o ’ s 
beautiful 
elms. Speaking as an assistant 
naturalist, Ohio Department of 
Natural R e s o u r c e s , 
here 
are his comments:

During the past decade the 
United States has been plagued 
by the Dutch Elm Disease. 
Ohio was 
a m o n g those 
states hardest hit by the dis­ 
ease whic*' has resulted in al­ 
most complete extermination 
our most valuable orna­ 
mental shade tree, the Ameri­ 
can Elm. The disease is caus­ 
ed by a fungus carried from 
tree to t r e e on the feet of 
small, bulletshaped insect, the 
engra. er or Scolytid Beetle. 
Damage done by engraver 


beetles as they tunnel through 
the inner bark of trees is great. 
But as vectors of the D u t c h 
Elm Disease they have achiev­ 
ed paramount position on t h e 
list of insect pests that infest 
and destroy Ohio’s ornamen­ 
tal woody plants. 
The irony of this story is that 
man is not without means of 
controlling the Scolytid Beetle. 
But he has — through procas- 
tination, ingnorance and mere 
lack of desire — f a i l e d to 
rid himself of the menace. 
* * * 


THIS failure has resulted in 
an immeasurable loss. We are 
losing for ourselves and our pos­ 
terity so rn e t h i n g that can 
never be replaced at any price. 
If you are among the fortu­ 
nate few who s t i l l have elm 
trees that have not yet been in­ 
fected it is advisable that you 
immediately contact your coun­ 
ty extension agent or the Es- 
tension entomologist at the Ohio 
State University for guidance 
in an inexpensive program for 
saving your trees.

NEW YORK — David Burpee, 
Philadelphia, p r e s i d e n t of 
Burpee Seeds and a registered 
lobbyist with the U. S. Congress 
in f a v o r of the 
American 
Marigold for designation as the 
U. S. National Floral Emblem, 
triumphed over five proponents 
of other flowers in a debate at 
the first annual National Flow­ 
er Symposium 
in the 
Essex 
House here. 
In balloting following the de­ 
bate, the American Marigold 
compiled 218 points to 207 for 
the Rose, 58 for the Carna­ 
tion, 41 for the Violet, 36 for 
the Orchid and 31 for the Be­ 
gonia. 
Known as “the leader of the 
Marigold Mob,” Burpee topped 
his competition on “The Battle 
of the Blooms” when he said: 
“The American Marigold, known 
as the Friendship F l o w e r , is 
a flower of the people. It is na­ 
tive to the A rn e i c a n con­ 
tinent and thrives in all 
50 
states.” 
Scoring 
his 
closest compe­ 
tition, Burpee Said: “The rose 
is the official flower of England 
and at least eight other coun­ 
tries — four of which fell be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain after they 
chose the rose. We shouldn’t 
copy 
other 
countires, 
nor 
should we select a flower that 
is already the official flower of 
any one state. That would be un­ 
fair to the other states, and we 
must think of states’ rights in 
our choice.”

These faithful almost 
winter-blooming flowers are a 
real joy. 
Easily obtainable winter aco­ 
nites are sold by many bulb 
merchants. Gardeners are ad­ 
vised to plant immediately when 
aconite tabers are received, lf 
ordered 
along with daffodils 
and tulips (which may be plant­ 
ed s e v e r a l weeks or even 
months after they have been 
received) aconite bulbs m a y 
come to an untimely end stor *d 
with other bulbs and planted 
later. 
Aside from this “plant im­ 
mediately” warning, winter ac­ 
onites are undemanding. Their 
cheerful yellow flowers usher in 
the long awaited spring w i t h 
considerable color. 
* * * 
YES, WINTER aconite 
has 
another name. It is also known 
as Eranthis hyemalis. It only 
grows three or four inches high 
but it often blooms before Hie 
snow disapears and lasts for 
several weeks. 
Sometimes winter aconite co­ 
lonies are naturalized in t h e 
lawn and make a brilliant early 
spring picture. 
Actually a tuberous rooted 
plant, the tubers are planted 
two inches deep as early as 
August. 
Modest and 
low 
growing 


winter aconite gives the best 
effect when grown in mass 
plantings. 
But do not wait until you can 
afford to buy tubers by the hun­ 
dred. A small 
colony of half 
a dozen will give considerable 
pleasure. The Noggle garden 
has never had extensive mass 
planting. But the winter aconites 
there never fail to bring excla­ 
mations of interest and delight.

Mets' New Scoreboard 


Plays Music 'in Color' 


NEW YORK (AP) — If the 
Beatles are a sort of shrieking 
yellow, what color are the New 
York Mets? 
Tune in the new Shea Stadium 
scoreboard, and find out. 
The scoreboard, largest in the 
world, is being built for the new 
stadium in which the Mets will 
open against the Pittsburgh Pi­ 
rates on April 17. The board has 
28,000 
lights, 
shows 
movies, 
plays music in color — and even 
keeps score. 
A model was unveilled Tues­ 
day at a Manhattan hotel, and 
the press was duly impressed. 
First, the inventor, Bob Res­ 
ton, played some music on a 
tape recorder. Each musical 
note produced a different color 
on the white shell in back of the 
scoreboard. The shell is 175 feet 
long, which will give you an idea 
of the size of this new board. 
“High notes come out in yel­ 
low, and so on down through the 
darker colors for the low notes,” 
Roston said. “It’s the first time 
this has ever been tried on a 
scoreboard.” 
Roston’s firm designed the ex­ 
ploding scoreboard for the Chi­ 


cago White Sox. He said this 
one will be much larger, but it 
will not explode. 
Roston didn’t say, but the 
reason probably is that gun­ 
powder could go stale waiting 
for the lOth-place Mets to hit a 
homer. 
Instead the board will play 
music, flash the colors, display 
the words for songs, and show 
color slides of each player as he 
comes to bat on a screen that 
works like the ones in the drive- 
in movies.
